Tear* ago the ground in the rear of James 
H. Hall ft Company's Plow Works was a marsh 
cetared with water, and notwithstanding the 
mora had long since been filled up the 
underneath ground is soft and bog earth.

Expression of Judge Barker, Dem- 
ocrat, in Powers Case 



Utterance of Unusual Interest 



l.oumrillr Hrraltt. 

The very vigorous and striking separate 
opinion of Judge Henry S. Barker of the Court 
of Appeals, banded down in the case of Caleb 
Powers, is an expression of individual judicial 
opinion that will attract wide attention. It 
was concurred in by Judge O'Ftear, but the ex- 
pression of it is Judge Barker's, and under the 
circumstances it possesses deep interest. Much 
of this interest is purely professional and will 
appeal to lawyers, but the peculiarities of this 
celebrated case give the utterance a political 
and general significance that can ot be over- 
looked. 

Judge Barker is a lifelong Democrat. He 
has held office as a Democrat for many years, 
was elected to the Appellate Bench as a Demo- 
crat, and the quality of his party devotion will 
not be questioned by anybodv. Judge O'Kear, 
who concurs with him, is a Republican; but 
Judge Burnam, who is also a Republican, does 
not concur with bim, so that the motive of the 
separata opinion is clearly lifted outside of 
political atmosphere and founded upon a pure 
conception of the meaning of the inalienable 
right of fair trial by Jury, which after all is 
the fundamental doctrine of every political 
party and the original purpose of every free 
government. 

But it is significant and interesting at this 
time, when Kentucky is emerging from a crisis 
of partisan passion the most intense and far- 



nocent, even though it sometimes protects the 
guilty.

The returns show that even St. Clair county, 
the Gibraltar of Missouri Democracy, went 
Republican at the la*t election, and, more than 
that, it elected three Republican .Judge* of the 
County Court. 

The office of Judge of the County Court of 
St. Clair is an unique one, for it entitles the 
incumbent to two years stay in Jail and pay at 
the rate of $5 a day while in Jail, so that the 
office is the most eagerly sought in the state. 

Some twenty yearn ago the citiiens voted to 
subscribe $J<X>,000 to a railroad. The bonds 
were printed, but when the time came to raise 
the money the citizens of St. Clair objected to 
the tax levy. The Court refused to make it. 

The railroad officials received an order an the 
County Judges compelling them, to levy the tax 
to pay the money which had been voted. The 
.Judges refused. 

Then the Court issued an order of contempt 
of Court. 

Federal Marshals were sent out after the 
Judges, who promptly took to the brush. The 
Marshals finally landed them in Jail until they 
should purge themselves of contempt by sigr- 
ing the tax levy. 

The law of St. Clair reads that the .Judges 
shall be paid $5 a day only when actually serv- 
ing the county. The Judges, finding that so 
long as they were in Jail they could claim to be 
serving the county, spent the rest of their term 
in the County Jail, drawing $5 and living at the 
expense of the county. 

When their terms expired and new JudgiB 
were elected, the Marshals of the Federal Court 
promptly appeared with a new writ for the 
new Judges.
